Retrospection,

Iir. Butler's text was most approprinte.
it gave him the opportunity for retrospecs
tion, und the last eight years of hie min-
fetry in Omahn were reviewsd while the
members of his congregation siabl In rapt ot-
tention remembering the events of the Lime
covereid by thelr poastor's ministry with
siuch i high degrea of satisfaction. He
spoke of the individuality and personality |
fluvoring the ministry of ench of God's serv-
ants, and sald that while the gospel was
presented In different forms that no one
hud ever been able to add to Its sweelness
or clarity. As  Schley suld at Bantlago
when certain evil spiritse were attempting
to arouss petty jealousy on his part toward
Sampson, *‘there's glory encugh for ug all.”
So with the gospel, there s an abundance of
fts rich grace. "I have strived to preach
the gospel In Its true conception,'” con-
tinued the speaker. **1 believe in honest
deallng, 1 bellove In the importanes of the
stock agreelng with the samples, the pack-
age vonforming with the label. The gospel
I alwnys 4 presentment of good news, and
1 have ever heen rendy to spread thls good
news in season and out of season. When I
truveled In the interest of our exposition I
spoke of the grand exposition court of God,
to which He invites ug all. In the banqust
hall, in the chamber of commerce, avery-
where, anywhere, [ have slways found n
cordial  reception for this news of good
oreer.'”

The spenker procesded to
meaning of the word “airiviog,” which Paul
hadd used. *“"Why, you sk, does  the
preacher neod to strive to preach the word
of good news? 1t should be easy and the
gospel cught to flow as readlly as tha
waves of the sea.” He llkened the preacher
to the astronomer, who s as familiar with
the clpuds as close acqualntance can make
him. He understands the stars, the planets,
and appreciates their magnitude, yet he
mist nesds strive in order to convey the
understanding to us “clod-hoppers. **Not
one-two billlonth of what God s has beon
told nor dreamed, and the final world, with
fts revelotlon of God's might, 1a as far
away mow as when the preaching of the
word began.” e spoke of the blesspdness |
of the gospel. From the originntion of
proasching, In the beginning of  Matthew
clear through to the close of Revelations, it
Is oharacterized as blessed, Tt 18 a glad
tiding of joy.

“During my ministration here 1 have
strived to teach the gospel io its practical
applioation to 1ife, to show that it Is for
men, to help, ald and strengthen them; that
It & a kind father, always concerned in
those things which concern his  ohildren.
This life seems oscillatory and swinging.
Yot we are Mke the pendulum of the clock
whioh swinges apparently without direction,
St It {s attached to the mechanism which
regulates 1t. Bo with this life. It is In the
hands and under the watchful direction of !
the Father above.'"

Some HExperiences in Omnha,

expliin the

The speaker telated some of his experi-
enced in Omaha. How bhe had been hon-
ored and how he appreclated the love of
his congregation and the reapect and admi-
ration of the people. He spoke of the
prophecy of the dbible, "It doth not yet
appear what we shall be." This truth has
been practically illustrated In his case, as
elght years ago he knew not that on this
occasion the emding should come #o ausples

fously, Never before, he sald, was the bLible
theme o0 dear, (he place so atiractive, In
conolusion he quoted &  heautiful  little

stanza, Its theme was: *"The stream e
broadest where L Joins the tide, the birds
sing sweetest al the close of duy, flowers
are lovellest at eventlde, and friends are
dearest when we puse away." e stated
that he bore with him love for all in his
heart and sald that if the angel of record
deals as kindly with them, that the names
of all his eomgregation are recorded In the
Lamb's book of life. He commended his
poople to the ministrations of hls succes-
#or, to the mercles of God, and then Dir,
Butler was donwe.

During the latter part of his eermon the
goeno was a most alfecling one, none belng
more grieved at the leave-taking than the
pastor himself. At the close of the service
a subsoription of $1,000 was ralsed o a few
moments, which enables the church to pay
off Dr. Butler's salary In full and mest all
expenses up to October 1,

FAILURE MAY MEAN SUCCESS

Pilandits of the Multitode May Somes
times Indicnte Inwnrd Dis-
conrngement.

In the absence of Hev. Newton Mann, who
i In Sioux City, Rev. A. H. Hosmer of St.
Lonis filled the pulpit of Unity church Sun-
diy morning., Mr. Hosmer |8 recognlzed as
nne of the foremost Unitarians in the coun-
try and a deep interest was noticeable on the
part of thoge who heard him. Mr. Hosmer
chose for his text “And the devil said unto
Him: All these things will I give unto thee

It thou wilt fall down and worship me."”

Mr. Hoamer sald it bad been the cusgtom
for years to teach through pletures and
gome of the greatest lessons were learned
in that way., He looked upon all artisia
ug preachers, The embellisher of Assop'a
Fables and Grimm's Falry Tales reached
the children and taught them lessons that
gould not have been explained to them by
worid. In his estimation all pictures carry
some Idea, some conception of Iife and a
poul's weal or woe, So too 1t is with the
poets.  “Macbeth' may not have beon a true
story, but It conveys some lesson to the
inner soul, Dante may never have had his
vislon of the “Inferno,’” yet his llumina-
tions will never be forgotten because they
IIustrate something that contains a lesson
for nll., Bunyan may pever have had the
experiences which resulted in his writing
the “Pllgrim's Progrees,'” yet it 18 filled
with rich thought for the education of the
goul. So he sald this story of the tempta-
tion of Chrigt by Satan is the experience of
the master soul. Such a temptation cames
in the life of every one. He must choose
what he shall hold supreme. It Is a fateful

|hn|1h\ ground because upon the wisdom of

his choles will depend his entire future,

The speaker referred to the fifteen deci-
slve battles named by an English historian.
They were selected hecause they were be-
lleved by him to be the turning point in a
natton’s progress, Rev. Mr. Hosmer held
that such a battle was this when Christ
turned away from the offers of His tempter.
He followed His Ideals and died a martyr
to them at thirty.

Two Ends In Life,

The apeaker sald two ends were to be at-
talned in life. One 1s fallure and the other
guccess, One must have some object In view
when he commences llfe. AL the present
time the majority of people, he thought, are
judging from a market value. They think
of the success a merchant has made by the
standing he has in soclety. They estimate
the valua of the farmer by the amount of
his productions, They think of the success
of the physiclan by his practice and the

| way in which he is considered by his neigh-

bore. Tho success of thoe lawyer ls gauged
by tho estimate placed upon him by the peo~
pla. And yel, ho sald, this does not glve
the relative value of a4 man to the com-
munity In which he lves. Some who are
consldered unsuccessful from the market
vitlue standpoint have achieved much groater
suceess In the eved of the world than thelr
colleagues. The value of the finer tests
never appears on the surface, Sigoal eue-
ress s appreciable only when it comes to
the final account.

Reyv. Mr, Hosmer spoke of
Millalg® ploeture, "The Sword.” This value-
able painting was dsposed of for $600 be-
cause the artist and his family were In ab-
solute want. A whort time afterwards the
ploture sold for one thousand times that
amount bocause a Frenchman had enough
patriotism to desgire to Keep the ploture in
his own country Instead of permitting it
to cross the wnters. And yet, the speaker
sald, had Millals gotten the same price that
the dealer did his succoess would not have
been greéater, He woa a prophet of his time,
& bhonler, and an artist,

The speaker sald only 600 coples of Hm-
erson’'s firat work, “‘Nature,"” were sold and
yel thers was no questlon of hig later suc-
voss, It came as the morning lght comes,
If he had almed less high his success would
have come more qulckly.

Tmport of One Life (o Another,

Rev, Mre, Hoamer sald the import of one
1ife to another must be consldered. Streams
that spread lose thelr force. So It |s In Mfe,
He who follows many things loses his in-
fluence, Value ls appreclated lo those who
oontract thelr llves, Iofluence comes from
those who keep the current confined to a
small space. It 18 deep, not wide, Thelr
Influence ls powerful because of thelr per-
ponulity. Many persong are silent forces In
the world. They make less display than
olhers, but thelr lives carry more welght.

eloment trying to intercept the anti-fusion
forces. Fouring to measure strength with
the anti-fusion erowd, the ringsters under-
took to railrond a resolution through the
commlttes nuthorizging the commitiee to
name deélegates to the county, Judiclal and
atate conventions, This precipitated a sharp
and declsive combat, resulting in the reso-
lution being voted down and n calfl for the
primanies being lssued. The diate for the
primariea is sot for August 23, one day
ufter the dute sot for the state convention
of the popullsts and free sllver republicans,

The “administration' wmembers waxoid
warm in thelr efforts te elrcumvent the
Independent movement, but  they found

themselves outnumbered as well as outgenoer-
nled. Though they had gecretly arranged to
have everyone present who favored fusion by
proxy or otherwlse, they could not muster
up enough strength to aequire control and
the result was that fusion was summarily
sat upon and the ringmasters and big and
Hittle medicine men of the “gang” were
thrown overboard,

The resignation of Chairman
lowed the Aefedt of the ‘“‘gang.'  Those
who led the fight against fusion and who
nre active leaders and participanies « the
effort to divorce the democratic party from
“entangling alllances say that they have
set thelr minds on one thing, and that is,
freeing the party not only from spoils-seel-
Ing compaets but from the dominatlon of
notorions corruptionists and spolintors,

A prominent member of the committee In
speaking of the matter sald: “The time has
at last come when we can no longoer close
our eyes to existing conditions, We as demn-
ovrats are fusing with the populists with
the result thiat we are driving the bralns
and manhood of our party into the repuh-
lean ranks. In Douglas county the fusion
vole, outside the demoeratic party, ls com-
posed almost entirely of soreheads whose
entire concern in the trinmph of fusion
is the getting into office. They threaten us
with revolt if we do not give them at least
two-thirds of the offices, though they have
but a handful of votes In the county, all
told. The tail has wagged the dog long
enough. T think I am not in error when
I say that the demoerats of this county are
through with populism."

SMALLPOX THROUGH STATE

Nebrankna Bnardiitrll' Henlth Takews
Stepn to Cope with the
Dreand Discase,

The following order has heen promulgated
by tho State Board of Health and sent to all
known local hoards in Nebraska:

To Local Health Boards and Physlelans of
Nebraska: All cases of smallpox avising in
thig state shall hereafter be promptly re-
ported to the gecretury of the State Board
of Henlth with stiatement of surrounding
conditions, Following this first report weekly
reporte of all new cases and deaths must
e returned. Where the origin of the in-
fection can be obtained It must be stated,

By order of the State Board of Health.

Dr. Crummer, referring to the above
order, eald: *“The comtinued appearance of
smallpox at different points in the state, the
most @erious outbreak being at Table Rock,
has given rise to some apprehension for
the future. It Is especlally important that
the infection should he kept out of the
state Institutions, for it is well known that

tedly conferred upon us certalo powers
which the governor and other siate officers
now wish the Medical Board to use to the
best posaible effect In aselsting loeal boards
to stamp out this unwelcome visitor. The
first and most lmportaot step Is that &
prompt report he made to the board when n
new onse occurs in any comamunity, and 1
hope that the physicians of this stute will
support our board b thls work."

Dr, Crummer further stated that all mem-
bera of the local boards and practicing phy-
slclans In Nebraska who may &ee this order
will kindly consider it as an official notice
without writing for a personal letter,
